EXPERIMENTING PLANT-

ING POTATOES LATE

Prominent Farmer and Stockman
Giives Herald Information Regard-
ing Important Experimentations

It's all in the knowing how. This
applies with much force to upland or
“dry""farming in Western Nebraska.
We sometimes hear it sald that farm-
ing without irrigation can be made &
success in this country. That ex-
pression should be changed to “Farm-
ing without irrigation is being made
a success in this ecountry."”

A. R. Wilson has been doing some
experimenting in potato growing on
his farm west of Alliance and gives
The Herald some interesting infor-
mation regarding the same. Today he
brought to this office a bag of pota-
toes that were grown last year and
are still in a splendid state of preser-
vition, having been kept in an ordi-
nary cave cellar.

Mr. Wilson is strongly in favor of
late planting. He gives it as his opin-
fon that late planting tends to eradl-
cile potato diseases, and that the
late planted potntoes have better
keeping qualities than the early
planted, the game verieties being us-
ed for both. Last year he finished
planting on July 3rd. The samples
brought to The Herald office were
grown fromthis planting.

This year Mr. Wilson will go a lit-
tle farther with his experimenting in
lute planting. While he has his prin-
cipal acreage of potatoes for this
vear planted, he has four acres of
ground which he I8 reserving for this
Iater planting. This ground has been
kept under a state of cultivation to
conserve the moisture and have |t
in good condition for planting when
the time arrives. This he will plant
to potatoes on or about July 15th.
Whether that will be too lat to grow
a erop remains to be seen. Had the
ground been left unecultivated the
fore part o fthe season and the mois-
ture permitted to escape through the
baking of the ground and the growth
of weeds, it is quite certain that the
seed potatoes might ss  wall  be
thrown away as planted; but with the
meathods of scientific farming which
are being used In the experiment,
there ig a probability of a erop being
securad. The resnlt will be watched
with great interest by many people
who are Interested in farming in this
country.

Mr. Wilson returned this week
from a trip to eastern and southeast-
ern Nebragka, He reporis erops good
in that part of the state, but belleves
that with right methods of farming
in northwestern Nebraska and crops
adapted to this country, that farm-
Ing In this parto f the state will pay
better than in the eastern part,
